Will Warwick Have 
A Water System 


Dr. Paul Goldsbury of Warwick 
who was instrumental in getting 
the state to take over Mt. Grace 
and develop it into a forestry res- 
ervation is now making an effort 
to prevail upon the people of War- 
wick to install a water system. For 
some time he has been agitating 
this improvement which he claims 
will cost the town about $15,000 
for a gravity system. A letter re- 
ceived from Arthur B. Weston, 
state engineer ,stated that the pro- 
ject was one which should be fos- 
tered and ventured to say that a 
good water system should come 
ahead of electric lights. Warwick 
has electric lights upon its streets 
and:in most of its homes in the 
center of the town but thus far no 
adequate water system. To im- 
prove sanitary conditions and for 
fire protection, a good water sys- 
tem ia indispensable and it is pos- 
sible that Warwick may encour- 
age such an installation. 

However the state engineer has 
suggested a long term financing 
plan which would make immediate 
demands upon the taxpayers less 
severe. He also suggests that now 
is not a bad time to do the work b 
using those who are on the wel- 
fare department and thus achieve 
something worth while at lower 
cost than might be possible when 
formal times return. According to 
Dr. Goldsbury. Warwick paid out 
$2800 for welfare assistance last 
year and a similar amount paid 
out this year for work on a water 
system would be advantageous.

Flood Waters Are 


With Us 


River Overflows All Lowlands: 


Last Week's Storm 
Did Considerable Damage | 
Northfield Hit Hard 


The severe storm that struck 
Northfield last week was the most 
damaging storm of the year and 
for many years as well. After a 
rain on Wednesday morning the 
weather turned colder and early in 
the afternoon a real snow storm 
set in with the full force of a 
“dreaded Northeaster.” By night- 
full limbs and trees had broken 
down continuing the damage all 
night long. Wires were down and 
Northfield was without electricity 
until late Thursday night and then 
only secured in the center section. 
Telephone service was crippled 
and we were cut off from the out- 
side world. Thursday morning 
looked more like a real mid-winter 
day with snow everywhere than a 
time in which Easter arrives. The 
snow shovel brigade was in evi- 
dence everywhere and plows 
cleared the roads. Travel and serv- 
ice has been retored and things are 
prtiing back to normal tho’ it will 
e weeks before the work of re- 
setting telephone and light poles 
and restringing wires will be com- 
pleted. Trucks for days were busy 
carting off broken limbs along the 
highways and considerable repair 
work had to be done to damaged 
buildings. The Northfield Printing 
Company was without electricity 
and was delayed in issuing its reg- 
ular publications as well as The 
Herald which was a_ day late. 
Those who depended on electrically 
controlled oil heating plants, re- 
frigerators power, etc., bore with 
patience the unavoidable difficul- 
ty. Crews from the Utility Corpor- 
ations worked day and night to 
make repairs and they deserve 
much credit for their endeavors. 
It was a wild storm and they were

Considerable Damage 
Traffic Hindered 


Following close upon the seri- 
vus storm of last week when so 
much snow fell and much damage 
was done to trees and the lines of 
utility service, a threatened rain 
broke forth on Easter Monday and 
continued for several days with 
heavy downpours. The Connecticut 
River began to rise and because of 
the warmer days the melting anow 
added its tribute to the rising wat- 
er. The lowlands about Northfield 
were flooded and on Tuesday night 
traffic way threatened. Thousands 
motored to Vernon and Turners 
Falls dams to witness the might 
Niagaras of waters. The Connecti 
cut was the highest since the ter 
rible flood of 1927. Everywhere 
people motored to the river sides 
to witness the swirling currents 
and the rush of the water bearing 
on ity surface all sorts of wood, 
logs and debris. By Wednesday 
morning the river had risen 0 ae 
idly as to submerge many _high- 
ways. The road to Hinsdale at 
Wanamaker Lake was covered to 
a depth of three to four feet and 
over Bennett’s Meadow toward 
Hermon and Bernardston the road 
was completely out of sight with 
water at the top of the fences. 
Everywhere was a great ecpante 
of water. Traffic toward Green- 
field and the south was via Millers 
Falls and toward Bernardston via 
Schell bridge and west side road 
to Hermon. By night fall Wednes- 
day the waters began slightly to 
recede. No accidents are reported 
here but the tragic deaths of two 
who were swept over the dam at 
Turners Falls makes its impression. 

Harper mh. age 76, 
Riverside and his son Howard 
Wyman age 19 were drowned 
when the boat they were using 
to collect driftwood in Brandon 
cove capsized and sent them 
tumbling through the swirling wa- 
ters to death. Their bodies were 
carried over the dam and have not 
been recovered. 

Many saw the event happen and 
the efforts made to attempt a res- 
cue as well as the frantic: efforts 
of the men to save themselves un- 
the surging water engulfed 
them.

Recreation Institute 
At State College 


Community recreation in West- 
ern Massachusetts will receive a 
stimulus at an institute for the 
training of voluntéer recreation 
leaders, to be held at the Massa- 
chusetts State College, on April 
27, 28 and 29. The institute was 
announced today by Willard A. 
Munson, director of extension, of 
the State College. 

“Many cities and towns in Mas- 
sachusetts which in the past have 
had paid playground supervisors 
are discontinuing this service to 
the people of the community this 
year in the interests of economy,” 
said Mr. Munson. “The thought 
was advanced by President Hugh 
P. Baker that in many communi- 
ties volunteer leaders could take 
over playground supervision and 
carry on a more extensive recrea- 
tion program, if they had _ the 
training. It is to provide this train- 
ing that the Recreation Institute is 
being held.” 

The program is being arranged 
and will be presented by staff 
members of the State College, 
working with the Nationa! Recrea- 
tion Association and the Look Me- 
morial Park of .Northampton. It 
will include discussions on the val- 
ue of recreation, suggestions on 
organizing community-wide recre- 
ation programs, demonstrations on 
how to lead groups in games, ath- 
letics, community singing, and oth- 
er forms of recreation, for both 
children and adults. The instruc- 
tion and discussions will deal with 
the fundamentals of recreation 
work. The staff members are tak- 
ing part in the institute in addition 
to their regular duties. 

Special invitations have been 
sent to a large number of men 
and women in Western Massachu- 
setts, and a large number of or- 
ganizations have been invited to 
send representatives. Attendance 
at the institute is open to all. No 
charge will be made for any part 
of the work. It is hoped Northfield 
and other nearby towns will be 
represented.

Fire Chief Galen Stearns. has 
been fully advised ef @ 
state regulations for the use of 
burners and the sto 


and after June first rules will 
apply. . I 
One section of the regulations 


which affects individual property- 
owners and users of oil burners of 
any type, requires that a permit 
from tne head of the fire depart- 
ment must he secured for the stor 
age of any quantity of fuel oil un- 
der 2600 gallons in amount. 

After June 1 no deliveries of oil 
will be made by distributors unless 
the householder can exhibit the 
permit required by the state de- 
partment of public safety. 

After April no oil burner can 
be installed unless it has the ap- 
proval of the department issued 
through the local fire chief. The 
state department will complete the 
inspection of about 200 makes of 
burners and will authorize the lo- 
cal fire chiefs to issue permits up- 
on those found to be_ properly 
made. 

These regulations are not retro- 
active and will not affect burners 
already installed on April 17, but 
the permit for the storage of oil 
will have to be secured by all per- 
sons storing fuel ofl regardless of 
when the tank was installed. The 
law has always reoMret that a per- 
mit be obtained, but on and after 
June 1 oil will not be delivered un- 
‘less the permit is displayed, 

It is understood that the manu- 
facturers and dealers in fuel _ oil 
burners of various types will pro- 
vide their purchasers all of the 
permits required under the Jaw up- 
on application. In the case of new 
installations a copy of the regula- 
tions is to be supplied with the 
burner and there are some restric- 
tions as to the use of the equip- 
ment.

Forms Still Available 


Mr. J. H. Putnam, of the Frank- 
lin County Extension Service em- 
phasizes that farmets who still wish 
to apply for loans may get appli 
cation blanks from:-fim; as we 
help on making the application. 
The law forbids any charge being 
made for help in the preparation 
of the loan applications, but ‘sdeh 
fees as that of a notary, for re- 
cording, etc., are allowed.
